No. 1/3/92-JCT.—In exercise of powers conferred on it by 
Section 8 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (Act 60 
of 1952) and sub-rule (8) of Rule 5 of the Commissions of 
Inquiry ('Central) Rifies, 1972 (hereinafter referred (o as‘the 
Act 1 and ‘the Rules’ respectively) and nil other enabling pro¬ 
visions, the Commission of Inqiury consisting of Mr. Justice 
M. C. Jain, retired Chief Justice of the High Court of Delhi, 
constituted under Section 3 of the Act, vide Ministry of Home 
Affairs. Government of India, Notification published in the 
Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub¬ 
section (ii) as S.O. No. 545(E) dated the 23rd August 1991 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘the Commission’) hereby makes 
the following regulations to regulate its procedure : 


TITLE 

1. These Regulations mav be called the Jain Commission 
of Inquiry (Regulations of Procedure) 1992.

HOURS OF WORKING 

3. The office of the Commission shall function from 9.30 
A.M to 1.30 P.M. and 2.00 P.M. to 6 00 PM. on all days 
other than holidays and closed days observed by the Central 
Government. 

RIGHT TO ADMISSION 

4. Fntrv to the office premises of the Commission shall be 
reeulated bv passes which can be obtained from the Reception 
Office of the Commission. 

PLACE, DATE AND TIME OF SITTINGS 

5. The Uommission shall ordinarily hold its sit Ones in one 
of the Committee Rooms of the Viffv&n Bhavan or its 
Annexe at Maulana Aznd Road, New Delhi or at such place 
or places as it may deem proper, 

6. Tf it is expedient or necessarv in public interest to hold 
any lifting outside New Delhi, due notice shall be given in 
advance in an appropriate manner, 

7. The dnva. timings and venue of the sittings of the Com¬ 
mission shall be notified from lime to time. 

8. The siftings of the Commission mav be ndimmed from 
time to time a* the dV*-ptVnn of fhp Chairman. Timings or 
dates of the slfffimrs of the Commission may be changed with 
due notice to the parties concerned. 

PUBLIC HEARING 

9. The hearings of the Commission will be open to the 
public except where the Commission thinks fit to direct either 
on its own or on the anpffin<ition of witnesses or parties that 
the nro^eedinos in reject of particular person or persons or 
incident or incidents or any specific subject-mailer shall be 
in camera; 

Provided Unit (he entrv of visitors to the court room where 
the Commission intend* to hold or will he holding puhlfc sit¬ 
tings mav he remitted bv issue of necessary directions in 
this hermit Every person will be bound to comply with such 
directions; 

Substituted vide Order No. FT/3/91-JCI dated 29-1-1993. 
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Provided further that during ‘in camera’ proceedings, 
parties or any members of public or press will not be per¬ 
mitted. ,:< Concerned Advocates would be allowed and they 
would be present on oath of secrecy. 

10. The Commission may, if it considers it necessary or 
expedient, direct that any part of the proceedings shall not 
be published by the press. The press correspondents who 
secure entry to the court room where sittings are held will be 
subject to this condition. 

11. No person will be permitted to talte photographs Inside 
the premises where the Commission holds Its sittings.

Petitions and other submissions in writing can be made toi 
the Commission in English; 

Provided that a petition or affidavit in a language Other 
than English can be entertained bv the Commission if it is 
accomnanicd bv a translation thereof in English duly authen¬ 
ticated by a Magistrate of the First Class or an Advocate.

facts on affidavit. An affidavit so required to be filed shall 
h^ sworn before an authority legally empowered to administer 
oath.

ESSENTIAL REQUIREMENTS OF AFFIDAVIT

the Commission shall satisfy the following conditions :—

19. The counter-affidavit, if any, will be generally on 
the lines of the affidavit indicated above. In particular, the 
coLintcr-atlidavit should traverse specifically tnc tacts mem 
tioned in me affidavit and if not so traversed, then tnat will 
be taken as admitted. 

APPEARANCE 

20. Integrated or involved parties may appear personally 
or tnrougn tneir lawyer or agent duly authorised. 

EVIDENCE 

21. (a) The evidence adduced before the Commission will 

compnso essenuaiiy or amaavits ana any person 
or persons may be requited to hie more man one 
affidavit lor tms purpose, A witness will oe exa¬ 
mined orally only il tnc Commission considers it 
necessary to do so. xno pci son snail be entitled 
to claim oral examination or any witness or any 
person or deponent ot an affidavit ns a matter of 
ngnt. however, it would be permissible to apply 
for cross-examination of any deponent of an affi¬ 
davit or oral examination of any other person 
giving reasons for the need of his cross-examination 
or oral examination. The decision of the Commis¬ 
sion thereon will be final, 

lb) The Commission may summon any person to make 
a statement or give evidence before the Commis¬ 
sion. Hut the Commission shall not be bound to 
summon any person, merely because the Commis¬ 
sion is asked by any person so to do. 

(c) The Commission may, in its discretion, refuse Iq 
call any person for oral examination or cross- 
examination and instead direct that person to be 
examined by interrogatories on affidavit. 

(J ) The Commission may refuse to summon any wit¬ 
ness whose evidence it thinks is unnecessary, or 
irrelevant, or, who in its opinion, has been cited 
for the purpose of delay and vexation. 

22. fa) The Commission may, at any stage if it considers 

necessary in the interest of justice, call upon any 
person to give oral evidence and submit himself 
to cross-examination. In case that person has 
already filed an affidavit, the same may be treated 
at the discretion of the Commission as part of 
his examination-in-chief. If the Commission 
decides under Rule 5(5) (a) of the Rules to record 
oral evidence, it shall decide the order in which 
the oral evidence is recorded. No person shall be 
entitled as of right to cross-examine any person 
examined orally and the cross-examination will be 
confined only to those granted such permission by 
the Commission. 

(b) In case oral evidence is recorded, cross-examination 
shall be allowed to all parties and persons as indi¬ 
cated in Section 8-C of the Act. 

(c) The Commission may, in its discretion, examine 
any person as ft witness who is present before the 
Commission during tho course of any silting either 
as a visitor or otherwise, if in tho opinion of the 
Commission, such person appears to be conversant 
with the facts relating to any of the matters covered 
by tho terms of reference of the Commission or 
acquainted with any transaction or incident which 
may have some bearing on the subject-matter of 
the inquiry before the Commission. 
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23. The Commission may t in its discretion, refuse the 
inspection or disclosure of the contents of any statement f\ 
affidavit/document submitted to it by anyone if in the 
opinion of tne Coni mission such inspection, or disclosure 
would not be in public interest. 

24. technical nues ot tjio Evidence Act and of die Code 
of Civil rioccuure, as suen, do not govern the recording 
and aamissioimy ot evidence ociore tne Commission. How¬ 
ever, lqc umotinieiiMi puuLipies oi muuruj justice underlying 
the primary provisions of me Evidence Act and the ^said 
Code snail be to no wed as a guide. 

25. Instead of the Commission recording a statement, the 
Commission may appoint a person or persons before whom 
suen statement snau be recorded. 

CALLING FOR INFORMATION BY THE COMMISSION 

26. Tho Commission may, for the purpose of requiring 
any person to iurmsn information on such points or matters, 
as, m me opinion ot tne Commission, may be useful or 
relevant to me subject-matter ot the inquiry in exercise of 
the powers conferred under Section 5(2) or Section 4 of 
the Act, personally interrogate any such person on oath or 
otherwise. 

27. The Commission may also, in exercise of powers under 
Section 5(2) of tne Act, call tor information on any subject 
by addressing communication to any person or authority. 
Such communication may specify the points on which infor¬ 
mation is sougnt and may embody interrogatories which may 
be required to be answered. r Jhe Commission may also 
desire suen persons to send affidavits in support of the infor¬ 
mation or answers given in response thereto if the Commis- 
eion considers it necessary or expedient. 

INVESTIGATION BY THE COMMISSION 

28. The Commission may, in its discretion, utilise the 
services of selected officers or agencies of the Central or 
State Governments through such Government for enquiring 
into matters brought before the Commission as it may deem 
fit, provided that Ulc person who brings the matter origi¬ 
nally to the Commission’*, notice will bo given reasonable 
opportunity to present his case at the time of tho inquiry 
and provided further that the result of each inquiry and the 
action taken i hereon will be communicated to the Commission 
and the person bringing the matter up before tho Commis¬ 
sion. 

29. The Commission may utilise the services of office! s 
attached to it tor tho purpose of conducting any investi¬ 
gation pertaining to the inquiry. Such officer or agency 
may, subject to the direction and contiul of the Commission, 
summon and enforce the attendance of any person and 
examine him; require the discovery or production of any 
document; and requisition any public record or copy thereof 
from any office,The officer or agency shall submit a report 
thereon to the Commission wilhin such period as may be 
specified by the Commission in this behalf. The Commis¬ 
sion shall satisfy itself about the correctness of the facts 
stated and the conclusions, if any, arrived at in the investi¬ 
gation report submitted to it and for this purpose the Com¬ 
mission may make such inquiry including the examination 
of the person or persons who conducted or assisted in the 
investigation as it thinks fit. 

ORDER OF HEARINGS 

30. It will not be obligatory for the Commission to Lake 
up hearings of matters brought before it seriatim. The Com¬ 
mission may arrange hearings in such manner that as many 
cases, relating to the same person or in which the same wit¬ 
ness or sets of witnesses have to give evidence, can be taken 
up together to avoid inconvenience to the persons concerned 
as far as possible. 

EXPUNCTION OF ANY MATTER OR RETURN OF 
DOCUMENTS 

31. The Commission may, either suo mow or on the appli¬ 
cation made by any person or party, delete or expunge any 
matter from any petition, affidavit or other document, or return 
any document presented to it, which, in the opinion of the 
Commission is irrelevant, offensive, scurrilous or scandalous. 


DOCUMENTS 

32. Registered documents in original or their certified copies 
issued by the Registration Department will, as a rule, be ad¬ 
mitted without requiring formal proof of their execution. 

33. Official records pertaining to the Government Depart¬ 
ments or Government controlled institutions, statutory bodies, 
State Undertakings, Banks and Cooperative Societies including 
the office nolings, orders, etc. subject to any valid claim of 
privilege, be admitted without formal proof unless the Commi¬ 
ssion, in any particular case, required it to be proved in any 
other manner. 

34. Where the oiiginal document or correspondence is in tile 
file of the Ministrics/Departments of the Central Government 
of Slate Governments, the Commission may, after inspection 
of the necessary records and satisfying itself about the authe¬ 
nticity of the document, correspondence etc., as the case may 
be, admit the samel in evidence wfith a view to utilising it for 
the purpose of contradiction or corroboration of the testimony 
of any witness or cross-examination of any person. 

ORAL SUBMISSIONS 

35. After submission of the statements/afiidavits/documeats 
as required by the Commission and recording oral evidence, 
if any, the Commission will hear oral arguments in terms of 
Section 8-C of the Act. No other person, unless permitted by 
the Commission, shall be entitled to address oral arguments. 
All persons peimilted to address oral arguments shall submit 
to the Commission a brief poinl-wise summary of their oral 
arguments at least one week piior to the date fixed for hearing 
oral arguments. '1 he Commission will determine the order in 
which the arguments will be heaid. 

AUTHORITY TO SIGN PROCESS 

36. The Scciclary to the Commission has been auihoiised 
under Rule 4(2) and (6) of the Rules to sign summons and 
cvciy other process issued by the Commission, 

Provided that the Commission may authorise any other offi¬ 
cer working under the Commission in a particular case to sign 
summons or any other process issued by or under the authority 
of the Commission. 

MODE OF SERVICE 

37. The inode of set vice of processes including letter^, 
summon: ot notices will be either by messenger or by register¬ 
ed post with acknowledgement due. When the process is 
correctly addicted and is served personally or on any member 
of the family or servant or agent or caretaker us per return, it 
will be deemed sufficient. 

COUNSEL FOR I HE COMMISSION 

38. The Commission will make use of the services ot the 
Counsel who will assist the Commission at the inquiry by exa¬ 
mining or cross-examining the witnesses and presenting the 
case before the Commission orally und/or in writing as also 
hy making Ills submissions before the Commission at all stages 
of Lhc inquiry and as and when required. 

POWER TO AMEND OR ALTER REGULATIONS 

39. The Commission reserves its light to alter, modify, 
delete or add to any of these regulations of procedure at any 
time during the inquiry as and when it considers necessary. On 
matters not covered by these regulations of procedure, supple¬ 
mentary regulations consistent with the Act and the Rules may 
be issued by the Commission as and when necessary.
